An early leg-end telling of tlieir 
and deserilnng tlimi Is 
fmnul in an eighth eentury work 
ererliletl to Venera f»li» Hnle* It 
says* **T!ie was ealhsl Mel- 
chior; he was an ohl man, with 
white liair and long heaisl; lie 
oft'eml gold to the honl as In his 
king, Tlie second, tiasfoir hy uaiue, 
yonng, beard of rmidy luie* 
offered to desns liis gift of ineenso, 
tlie liumuge due to Diviinly. TIk^ 
third, of black conifdi'xioti, with 
heavy beard, was called Baltasar; 
the myrrh he tield in his hands 
pr<dlgnred the ilenth of th(' Son 
of Man/^ 

This syndiolism of the gifts of 
the Magi as |ioin1ed mil by an- 
eient Bede, has been spoken of l>y 
writers from earliest times. One 
aneient iwiet stated it verysimfdvt 
'*They ofTiT gold, ifieense, myrrh, 
to king, Mod and imm/' 

Tln^H' gifts which the \Vis«> .Men 
earrusi would fMJini to their lieing 
lnltabhant.s of AiNdna. Krank- 
incenst* and myrrh w<‘re the tvni 
most important tu'odnets of AnibiM 
at that time. Incense was used by 
almost all piM»tdes exclusively in 
prayer offerings to the Divinity, 
and myrrli was vidtred by Kgyid- 
Ians for end ad mi ng and the dews 
used il too for the demb t 'old ml- 
ling the market in two siieli pre- 
cious jj rod nets then, Arabia would 
at the same time be a tsmntry rich 
in gold. 

Also, erislenee is given tin- snp- 
imsitUm tliat the .Magi came from 
Arabia by Hie faet that there were 
many dews living in Arabia at 
this rime and there was imicli eoiii- 
inenv between thi' two |ieoples, 
Tlo'lr laiignages, of the Semitic 
fiimily, were alike; m' holms say 
almost as sitiiilar as two dialeets 
of the same tongue, Hther eastiom 
peojdes, Persiatis, for itislanee, 
siMike an Indo-Hnropeait language* 
tt is poinled out I lint Aridjians 
visiting in dudi^a wotdii Imve little 
trutdde making tliemselves under- 
sto4>d or in finding an interpreter.

Arabia* They travcleil by night, 
hcitig letl by the star, and rested 
by day. 

The star it.self Iia.s Ims'Ii a mys- 
tery, Was it llalk^v's eomet as 
has been thought. Schulars say it 
could not have been, for that 
comet appearcil about l*i years 
lie fore the birth of nirisl. Was 
it t he coiijuiiclion of Sat urn, Mai*s 
and diipitcr, which is said to have 
oeeurred around this time? Schol- 
ars again say no* it was not a cort- 


sleUation, but a singh* spln^rc, 
I>erlia]>s either a metisir, a comtd 
or a star* 

It went before them, leading 
them no one knows Imw many 
nights across wind swept tk'serts 
or thmiigh what obsl aides, iiitf> 
dmlea* In the eapital* dcrnsalem, 
the ilagi made ini|iiiry saying: 
Where is He that Is born King 
of the dews? For we tmvi* seen His 
star ill the Hast and have eoim^ to 
worslifp Him.'' 

When Herod lieartl of this he 
immediately began to think of bis 
own precarioos thi'one.

Murillo was born in 1618 in Seville, Spain, and tt was here he servin!

It was during this century that the religious fervor 
whi( h had la^u llie lending ftn ce of Sparnsh history^ found expression 
through art, Murillo was an outslaii fling inlerpretiT of the feelings of 
his people, for religion wus truly thrr most dominant foree in his life 
which he e<mibined with his great artistic talent, and gave to the worki 
some of the most I^eautifid Spanish art ever known, 

Murillo has a n^putation of lieiiig a people's painter rather than an 
artist’s painter and true this is for he aetefl as a teaeher of the poor of 
liis day, transferring the teailiings of the Church onto canvas, iherehy 
telling the story of the Church to those who could not rea<l it for them- 
selves, 

A very sincere ami |iious man, Murillo possessed the distinguishing 
gift of realtsni.

Walnut Pumpkin Cake

Add soda to cake mix. Substitute pumpkin for liquid called for on 
package in same funount; combine with the H cup water. Mix cake as 
package directs, using a little over half the pumpkin- water mixture for 
first addition of liquid. Add walnuts last. Bake as package directs. Fill 
layers and frost top with whipped cream, sprinkling more chopped 
walnuts between layers. Decorate with walnut halves. 


Lemon Cream Cheese Tarts 


3 eggs ti 2 -lb* pkg. Cream Cheese 

^ cup sugar B l-inch baked tart shells 

cup lemon juice Red currant jelly 

2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 

Beat the eggs in the top of a double boiler until thick and fluffy. 
Continue beating while gradually adding the sugar, lemon juice, and 
lemon rind. Cook over hot water, stirring constantly until the custard 
is thick and smooth. Cool,

I.ejcal No. 1 is now in process of 
moving a largt* nunilier of these ma- 
chines fmm the old office building of 
the Monsanto Cliemical Company, 
located in downtown St. Louis, to 
their new, mwlern building in the 
suburbs. Local No. I members are 
handling this ecpiipment in its en- 
tirety, thus adding many man hours 


of labor for these memlau'S. Mon- 
aauto’a iiew building was constructed 
with 100 percent union tabor. 

Now we would like to tell all 
Jm-RXAL readers the story of the 
daring and the bravery of one of 
our members,

scale from a low of ^L7G per hour in 
1952 to a high of $3.75 in 1957. This 
is w-ithout taking into consideration 
the foreman whose pay has beem in- 
creaseil to $4.29 per hour and corre- 
sponding increases down the line, 

Another item of iiarticular inter- 
est to be noted is that in years past 
where men have been riding lioth 
ways to work on their own time they 
now find themselves with guaranteed 
four hours report every day. 

Also, when an emergency exists 
and men are required to wfirk in 
inclement weather, they are to be paid 
double lime where straight tinie 
would normally l>c paid and two and 
one quarter lime wdiere double time 
would normally be paid. 

Space necessarily precludes my in- 
cliuling in this article the whole of 
the juTO tinted contract but may lie 
the highlights of it will give you an 
idea as to the chaiacter of the whole. 

It was not my original intent In 
this article to merely write about 
what is now a concluded agreement, 
lluther, 1 would like tu point o\it 
how a committee consisting of but 
five men has worked untiringly and 
unceasingly for the bettei'ment of all 
of us. They have given unstintingly 


of their time and energy. It is now 
time for contracts with t^vo of the 
companies emplnying our men to ex- 
pire, VISE., New England Electric Co. 
and the Metro|M>litan Transit Author- 
ity* Much has been done in the past 
in contracts with these two companies 
but the truth of the matter is that 
both are far In^hind the regional area 
rate, 

The Negotiating Committee will 
not ait back on laurels already won 
for some of our Brothers, but will 
soon be plunging into the tedious 
chore ahead of them. They are def- 
initely not asking for credits and 
applause for wlial Lbe> have already 
aciromplished, which, without a doubt 
are due to them. What they are 
asking for is coofreiation and assi.st- 
ance fmm all of us. But where is 
the rest of the memlMM*flhip? Is it to 
be only at contract time that thr- 
militant spirit of an organization is 
aroused? Is it only when the effects 
of a contract on their pocket book is 
felt that they show up at a meeting? 
True, it is gratifying to see interest 
displayed in their contracts hut, 
where are they when the day-to-day 
problems of the organization mM?d 
looking after and call for the discus- 
sion and solution of these everyday 
problems? 

The tnjth of the matter is that 
they are just not present with any 
degi-ee of regularity. If you think 
that this is not so, then take a look 
at the attendance at a meeting where- 
in a contract is involved and then at 
a meeting at some other time of the 
year. This lackadaisical and unreal- 
ifltie attitude town ids a union should 
make us all a.shHmerl. If a group 
consisting of five men working In 
such close harmony can accomplish 
so muchj I won del' how far we would 
go if this attitude prevailed amongst 
all of us. What we need is a cmi pe ra- 
ti ve effort from all of us. Surely we 
can do this much in order to bring 
about benefits for the whole member- 
ship.

plethora of fM‘e.ss items, news casts, 
editorials etc. against said corrupt 
pi'acliees, and such new's sources have 
not alw'aya been definite in their 
charges as to whom, or what union 
or unions their charges are directed 
against. The result of this publicity 
has lH?en to foster a general feeling 
of mistrust anil doubt in the minds 
Ilf the public at large against any 
and all unions. This fitding is quite 
i'Vident in the recent application of 
Ixith the Canadian Manufacturers 
Association and the Canadian Cham- 
lier of Commerce for far- reaching 
changes to In- made in the Canarliaii 
Laljour CrMle, and these legislative 
changes would, if alloweil to mate- 
rialize* an aihlwl detrimem to tlw 
cause of labor. Always ready to 
take advaiilage of any situation which 
may aijse and Ifc turned in their 
fuvoi-, these tvvo groups, coupled with 
others who will climb on the barul 
wagon, are going to make the most 
of this undue publicity. 

This dejKJiient is not condoning the 
corrupt practices, far from it, but 
he iioes deplore the publicity and the 
u»f*s that publicity will In- pm to. 
The oiTenders should weedetl out 
and tried, and if and when fouml 
guilty they should be penalized to the 
full extent of the law. 

This is not a small thing and yet 
the majority of union members are 
inclineil to \m* smug and complacent 
abf>ul it, they figure it could not 
hap|>en in their b>cal. Just think for 
a moment, could it or could it not 
haiqam in your own local? Tiu- last 
time you attended a meeting, was it 
last month or six months ago? And 
did you at that meeting have full and 
intelligfmi know-UxIge of alt that was 
miid and done? Fires, like con-upt 
practices, have small beginnings and 
that is the time to eliminate them* 
when they aje small and easy to 
ham lie, Atlend your meetings and 
take an intelligent interest in the 
activities of your local. If a matter 
dimes up that you do not fully under- 
stand* get up and ask questions about 
it. No doubt, there will he others 
there w*ho also would like an expla- 
nation of certain matters or tlie dis- 
pnsul of certain matters* but unlike 
you they did not have the intestinal 
fortitude to ask why or how* and yet 
by meixdy asking a simple question 
you have cleared the way for a better 
understanding by all concerned. 

By their refusal to condone un- 
ethical practices, energetic oificers 
and memiHtrB can do much to elimi- 
nate future charges.

Portland Mayor Cleared 
Of Underworld Charges 

L. H. 123, I'ORTLAM), OIJK.— Sev- 
iun\ inonthfl ago our fair city was 
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ptiintt*d pretty black when many of 
our citiseena, indudifiit our mayor^ 
were incUcted by iCJand Jury on 
charges of graft, bribery, corruption, 
etc, with the chief wit nesses being 
many undem’orld characters* Uur 
mayor was subjt^cted to the merciless 
grilling of the McClellan Committee 
Imt the shady characters came off 
unscathed* We are most happy that 
a fair hearing tiefoje a court of la>v 
has found our mayor innocent as 
chaJgtHl and all othur indietments 
hanging over his head have been dis- 
missed* We are awaiting the time 
when the shady characters who jjerpe- 
tVttteil this eomntion will have to take 
their stand l>t*fore a court of law. 

Labor has been very interested in 
this £-ntire affair as many inferences 
were made attempting to involve 
labor. As a second poiiu of interest, 
our mayor was an active membei- of 
laljor for many yt^a rs th rough his 
w’ork in the Firefighters Union prior 
to his entrance into politics w^hen 
accepting appointment to the office 
Ilf County Sheriff. 

With the normal moist part of the 
year uljout to take over in this area 
seasonal wm k is diminishing and the 
unemployed are entering their names 
on our books. The overall work situa- 
tion in our area has not bt^en good, 
niaitily due to the cut back in 

the lumber industry^. 

Forces beyond our control \vill pre- 
vent occupancy of pur present office 
f|uarieis after next spring. We are 
bdng politely but firmly kicked nut a.s 
the building is l>eing sold. This along 
with anticipated economieR and con 
veiiiences in controlling mir own quar- 
ters w'cre influenthil factors in our 
decision to launch upon a building 
program. We luipe to move into a 
mnv home sometime in May next year. 

Negotiations have been satisfac- 
torily completcfl for this year with 
three exceptions and these exceptions 
are causing considnable concern. 
Settlement of a (Maputo with the Cali- 
fornia Pacific UtiUtiea rompany by 
arbitration some months ago, has not 
bt*en carried out dut* to the refusal 
of management to abide by alt the 
points covered* As uf Novembej* 1st 
these point. H of dispute ai'e being re- 
ferred back to the arbitrator and if 
managtmient still refuses to abide, 
stronger action wdll iie necessary. 

Negotiations with ihv West Coast 
Telephone Company have detedorated 
to a point where a mediator is being 
called in to assist in a settlement. 

Finally, negotiations wdth the Out- 
side Line constructors have not pro- 
gi eased satisfactorily at all. It is 
quite obvious that to pmperly con- 
duct any negotiations, the local unions 
involved must arrive nt some com- 
mon point of understanding prior to 
bf*arding the lion in his den. The 
points a! issue with the contractors 


w-ill be referred to the Industrial 
Helations Council for settlement, 

A few* gripes have b?en aired by 
some of our members i-ecently over 
the new local union dues structure 
that becomes effective on November 
1st. Many Bmthera seem to over- 
look the fact that the costs of oper- 
ating a union have increaserl liy ap- 
proximately the same percentage as 
the cost of other operations have 
increased. We hear rather mild 
gripers over the Increased cost of 
living, somewhat louder gd pes over 
the increased taxes, faint gripes over 
the increased costs of amusements 
and none at all over tiie inci'cased 
cost of liquor and hunting trips. But 
it is diffemit with union dues. 

The Brothers should lM?ar in mind 
that there has not been an increase 
in local union dues for years yet our 
Nvagea have inci*eased appreciably 
each year for suoie Lime, Thi*y aliould 
also be mindful that these increases 
in wages and conditions are the divi- 
dends from effoils on (he part of 
L.U. 125, the LB.E.W, and all other 
labor bodies in these United States. 
Just let these efforts cease for one 
minute, then watch w^hat will happen 
to these conditions and wages. I 
womler whether our Brothers arc of 
the belief that the *‘Hight-lii- Work** 
bills being intixKluced in various 
state legislatures are intended for 
their well being and lienefit.

Joint ApjireJitiL'esliip und Training 
Committee sponsored its set'ond grad- 
uation banquet at the Hottd Orlando 
lust Wednesday, October 2’lrd, honor- 
ing seven apfjrentkes w^ho had com- 
pleted their training ami w'ho wore 
presented with their eertifi cates dur- 
ing the evening. 

Bill I>amon, dlj'cetor of the National 
Joint Apprenticeship and Training 
Committee, was one of the principal 
speakers. He emphuHil^td the grow- 
ing nef^d for standartlized training 
Ibixiughout the country, in order that 
we may have qualified journeyinen. 
The electiical industry ha,s become 
moj‘e complex w-ith the passing years 
and will continue to do so with the 
advent of the atomic age. Atomic 
power for home, business and indus- 
trial use wull call for skilled Fleet ri- 
ciuns to install and service valuable 
oquipment. \Vhile many persons be- 
lieve the usefulness of the craftsmen 
is ending w'ith the coming of new ma- 
chines and automatic controls, the 
United States is finding that the real 
problem is getting enough qualified 
apprentices into training programs 
w'here they can learn to keep the 


United States machine age operating 
smoothly, according to Damon, 

Rol>ert iJron, president of the II M* 
nois Chapter of the Natioixa! Electri- 
cal Contractors* Association, said that 
capucitks of electrical utilities in the 
United States wdll be doubled by 
testing the efforts of the contractors 
and the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers to maintain an 
adequate training program. Dron 
traced the progress of the apprentice 
program from his own staid 50 years 
ago, w^hen apprentices got 27 S cxmLn 
an hour in their first year, to l!)57.

1’his Imim was 
gu tried by Mr, John Geotges of the 
United States I Apartment of Luhor, 
This group of re preaenta lives is in 
ouj’ country uridei’ the sponsorship of 
the Bolivian Government anrl the 
United States lH‘partment of Labor 
to study trade union organist ion, 
labor managemi^nl relations and pm- 
duetivity techniejues. 

Local fill in AlUuqueitiut^ exchang- 
es! ideas and information with this 
group, and the officials of our Local, 
Cliff Clark, George Otero and In Ber- 
nal iona I Rejiresentative Elmer Zemke, 
answered quest ions from our visitors. 
The interpreter for this visit was 
Burbaja Hubner of the United Siates 
Department of Labor,

the evils existing in a small way in 
organized labor twlay is the unauth- 
orized or ''wildcat" strike. The Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Elect ideal 
Workers has always been IDO per- 
cent against; this abuse of law iinrl 
order, 

"Wildcat*' strikes emanate usually 
fmm a dtssatisfiefl group working on 
a particular project or in a plant. In 
many cases it has la*en found that 
these unauthoiizefl stoppages or walk- 
outs have been planned and led by 
lalmr spies in the ranks, or constant 


agitato i'S who find riDlhing but fault 
with the actions of thoir officejs or 
the memls/rship as a whole. 

The latter type often have a mailyr 
complex, being of the opinion that 
they arc not Ih?i ng treatetl fairly in 
assignments, job opportunities, pro* 
motions, and so foilh. Othei-s who 
foolishly agi'ce with their views may 
liccome their followers and one day 
may find themselves a part of an un- 
aulhorizAHl walkout. 

Our International Officers are well 
aware, and have been for many, many 
years, of the cau,>jes of "wildcat" 
strikes and have in their prudence 
idiminatefl this evil within the ranks 
of the Brotherhood, It is specifically 
stated in our Constitution that : "No 
liK*al union shall cause or allow a 
stoppage in any controversy of a 
general nature before obtaining con- 
sent of the International President,” 

Our local union bylaws tell us that: 
"Stewanls shall itt no case* cause a 
wtofijiage of work.” Our agreement 
with the contiaciors stateK that — -all 
mu tiers in dispute shall be set tied by 
arbfti'ution. 

We rnemlrers hav'e nn alternative 
but to acci'pt ujifl abide by these laws 
and agi eeinents. We arc timnul as our 
(Officers are bouml to live up to all of 
fiur obligations and commitments. On 
the other hand, we expect and can 
demand that the parties of the s^*cond 
part do likc'wise, 

Down thmugh the yeai's manj" 
union memljers have lost their mem- 
her.shtp through foolish participation 
in unauthorized W'alkouts, h should 
never hafqjen to a member of the 
LB,E.W. 

To acknowknlge or participate in 
(lart to any movement that is foreign 
to our Constitution, By Laws or Con- 
iraclural .Agri'ements, jeopardizes our 
standing as a member of the Brother- 
hood, Purely ibis is too great a nsk 
for any grou|j or imiividual to wager 
against his union membifi-shi[i.

Huge Projects Underway 
For Colorado Members 

L. U. GRAND JUNCTtON, 

COLO, — Keeping abreast of the con- 
i^tautly increasing industrial expan- 
sion of the Western Slope of Colo- 
rado, Local 960 recently completed 
the first unit of a projected multi- 
unit powerhouse. The 22,000 KW 
unit will do much to relieve the 
tieak-load strain the distribution sys- 
tem of the Public Service Company 
of Colorado has been under, particu- 
larly since the completion of the 
.American Gilsonite Com]vany plant, 
another project recently completed 
by members of Local 960, 

The 1 lower house, located at Cameo, 
Colorado, some 14 miles east of Grand 
Junction, is unique in that it has a 
coal mine In the back yard, so to 
speak. The coal is cairied to a 
cims her, located at the mine tipple, 
crushed, and deposited on a coiu’eyor 
which carries it to the stock pile. 
From there, another conveyor carries 
the coal directly to the hoppers of 
the pulverizers, where it Is pulver- 
ized and blown into the boiler* 

It seems that Grand Junction is 
becoming the huh for industrial 
plants with innovations — the Ameri- 
can Gilsonite plant being another. 
The raw niatenal, Gilsonite ore, is 
mined in Utah; mixed with water to 
form a slurry; and pumped through 
a pipeline to the plant and processed 
into gasoline, insulation, and road- 
surfacing material. The wiring of 
this plant was recently completed by 
members of Local 969 and travelers, 
and furnished work for many mem- 
bers for an extended period of time. 

Among the other jobs in progress 
are a mill at Maybelle, another mill 


at Rifle, and one at Gunnison, The 
outlook for work throughout the win- 
ter is favorable,

Varied Activities of 
Halifax, N. S„ Area 

L. U, 1928, HALIFAX, N. S.— It has 
been many w'eeks since our last letter 
and eonsidet'ahle has transpired.

N,S,L. and P Co*, had its official open- 
ing of Number Six Unit in the Steam 
Plant at Halifax, a 157,000 H.P. job 
built to he fueled by either coal or 
oil.
